HARDSHIP 


A  good  friend  of  mine  has  gone  through  very  trying  times  re¬ 
cently.  Conversation  with  her  led  me  to  think  seriously  about 
why  God  lets  us  suffer  like  we  sometimes  do.  I  think  that  God 
brings  or  allows  struggle  in  our  lives  for  reasons  we  cannot  see 
but  are  used  for  good.  Let  me  share  a  few. 

He  allows  struggle  to  build  His  character  in  us.  The  bible  is  pret¬ 
ty  plain  about  this,  so  I  will  leave  it  there  except  to  say  that  by 
our  choices  in  life,  we  are  made  more  or  less  like  Him.  He  pre¬ 
pares  us  for  great  things,  His  things,  by  bringing  us  through 
smaller  things.  He  is  out  to  make  us  holy.  Sanctification  is  a  pro¬ 
cess  and  He  uses  struggles  in  life  to  accomplish  this.  How  it  all 
works  is  beyond  me.  If  I  could  understand  it  all,  where  would 
faith  be? 

Sometimes  He  allows  us  to  endure  struggle  and  suffering  to 
cause  us  to  learn.  We  gain  wisdom  by  enduring  the  result  of  our 
decisions.  He  does  not  make  us  wise  by  “magic.”  We  gain  under¬ 
standing  and  wisdom  by  observing  how  things  work  out.  When  I 
do  this,  the  other  thing  happens.  We  learn. 

He  allows  us  to  suffer  and  struggle  to  kill  the  spirit  of  self- 
sufficiency  in  us.  We  must  learn  that  it  is  He  who  gives  us  the 
desire  and  the  ability  to  do  any  good  thing.  This  is  very  hard  for 
us.  It  is  in  the  human  heart  to  achieve  and  to  be  something  spe¬ 
cial.  It  is  very  hard  not  to  think  that  we  have  done  the  thing.  It  is 
God  at  work  in  us  and  He  makes  us  understand  that  it  is  only  by 
His  power  that  we  can  do  anything. 

Is  it  possible  that  sometimes  Christians  suffer  because,  at  bot¬ 
tom,  they  are  not  really  serving  God  but  are  serving  themselves? 
They  do  things  that  on  the  outside  appear  to  be  works  for  God 
but  if  they  are  doing  them  for  reasons  other  than  to  bring  Him 
glory,  they  might  be  ultimately  doing  the  thing  for  themselves. 
The  highest  motivation  to  “serve  God”  is  not — "to  be  allowed 
into  heaven.”  I  am  not  even  sure  that  is  an  acceptable  motiva¬ 
tion.  We  are  to  see  His  glory  and  bring  Him  glory.  Our  reason 
for  serving  Him  must  come  to  be  simply  because  we  love  Him. 

Finally,  Paul  teaches  in  2  Corinthians  that  our  suffering  is  often 
for  the  benefit  of  others.  It  leads  us  to  be  able  to  comfort,  in¬ 
struct  and  be  an  encouraging  example  to  others  who  suffer. 

This  is  complicated  and  none  of  what  I  have  said  is  the  whole 
truth.  God  is  sovereign  and  it  seems  our  best  answer  is  to  trust 
Him  without  having  to  know  why.
